Washington, Fob. 8.- Announcement 
has been mad« of the approaching re­ 
tirement from the postal servie* of 
Frank 11. Hitchcock, tirât assistant 
postmaster 
general. 
Mr. 
Hitchcock 
will assume the active management 
of the campaign of Secretary Taft for 
the Republican nomination 
for the 
presidency. 
The exact date of th e retire m en t has 
not been determined definitely, but it 
probably will be about Feb. 15. 
Mr. Hitchcock will be succeeded as 
first assistant postmaster general by 
Dr. Charles H. Grand field, who for a 
little more than two years has been 
chief of the bureau over which Mr. 
Hitchcock 
presides. 
Dr. 
G rand field 
has been actively identified with Hie 
postal service for about twenty years 
and is widely known and highly es­ 
teemed, personally and officially. 
Several weeks ago Mr. Hitchcock 
was requested by Secretary Taft to 
undertake 
the 
management 
of 
bis 
campaign. 
The secretary desired to 
enlist ids services, not only because 
he is widely known throughout the 
country and has had experience of n 
valuable kind in campaign work, but 
because be felt the necessity of hav­ 
ing a man In charge to whom be could 
refer questions that were arising con­ 
stantly and to which he was unable 
to devote the time they seemed to de­ 
mand 
It is no secret that Secretary 
Taft in order to dispose of the great 
amount of work incident to the direc­ 
tion 
of his 
department, 
has 
been 
obliged for several weeks practically 
to exclude himself from v;siiors a part 
of the time. 
The w'ork has been ex­ 
ceedingly trying, as he is under a se­ 
vere mental and physical strain for 
from sixteen to twenty hours every 
day. 


Desired Immediate Acceptance. 
W her Seeretarj Taft made the prof­ 
fer of the management of his cam­ 
paign to Mr. Hitchcock he desired 
that he undertake the work immediate­ 
ly. 
As that, in the view of Mr. Hitch­ 
cock. would have necessitated his re­ 
tirement at once from the office of 
first assistant postmaster general, be­ 
cause he could not with propriety con­ 
duct a political campaign from the 
post office department, he told Secre­ 
tary Taft that he could not assume the 
duties of campaign manager on the 
spur of the moment. 
He asked for 
time to consider the subject and to 
confer with friends. 
To this the sec­ 
retary entered no objection, but ex­ 
pressed a desire that a decision be 
reached as soon as practicable. 
In considering the matter with his 
friends. Mr. Hitchcock found himself 
somewhat 
embarrassed, because he 
had instituted on behalf of the postal 
service certain lines of action which 
he felt he ought to follow to their con­ 
clusion 
This would render it neces­ 
sary for him to appear in his official 
capacity before committees of con­ 
gress. 
He finally Informed Secretary 
Taft that if he could he given time to 
meet his obligations and duties to the 
postal service he would accept his 
proffer. 
Practically, Mr. Hitchcock now has 
concluded the work on which he was 
engaged and in a few days he will ten­ 
der his resignation and leave the post- 
office department. 
President 
Roose­ 
velt joined with Secretary Taft in re­ 
questing Mr. Hitchcock to undertake 
the campaign work. 


MINORITY CURRENCY BILL. 


traw n Up by the Democratic Leader 
of the House. 
Washington, Feb. 8.—What will be 
Inown as "the minority currency bill” 
was 
Introduced 
by

John Sharp Williams of Mississippi, 
the Democratic leader of the house, 
who drew the measure as n result of 
a conference of Democrats behind 
closed doors. 
Those besides Mr. Will­ 
iams who participated in the confer* 
ence w ere Represent a I Ives Lewis of 
Georgia, Pujo of Louisiana. Glass of 
Virginia, 
Gillespie of 
Texas, 
Oil i*» 
J a m e s of Kentucky, Crawford of North 
Carolina and McHenry of Pennsylva* 
nia, all members of the committee on 
banking and 
currency. 
Entire har­ 
mony is said to have marked the me**l- 
Ing. 
It is understood that the bill as 
drawn by Mr. Williams may be ^ub- 
je rte j to slight amendment by its sup­ 
porters, but it will come before the 
house in the shape of a minority re­ 
port from the banking and currency 
committee in its present form. 
Among the provisions of the bill 
are the following: 
It repeals ail laws permitting na­ 
tional hanks to keep three-fifths of 
their reserves In national banks of re- 
eetwe cities and similar laws permit­ 
ting such deposit of one-half of the 
reserve amounts. 
Tt provides that not less than one- 
half of the reserves now required to 
he kept in lawful money in central 
reserve cities, shall he hereafter held 
in gold or gold certificates. 
It does aw’ay with the payment of 
national hank examiners by the fee 
system and substitutes salaries not 
less than $3,000 nor In excess of $5,000 
yearly with actual expenses. 
It provides ihat the toial liabilities 
of any national bank. Inclusive of the 
liabilities of its members, shall not 
exceed one-tenth of the bank’s paid-in 
and unimpaired capital stock, and one- 
tenth of Its unimpaired surplus fund; 
and that in no event shall the liabili­ 
ties exceed 30 per cent of the capital 
stock. 
But the discount of bills of exchange 
drawn in good faith against actually 
existing values, and the discount of 
commercial or business paper actually 
owned by the person negotiating it 
shall not be considered as liabilities. 
Violation of this section is made a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine or im­ 
prisonment. 
No national bank shall loan in the 
aggregate more than seven times the 
amount of its paid-up capital plus its 
unimpaired surplus. 
Violation is punishable as provided 
in the section preceding.

refer ouestions that were arising con­ 
stantly and to which he was unable 
to devote the time they seemed to de­ 
mand. 
It is no secret that Secretary 
Taft in order to dispose of the great 
amount of work incident to the direc­ 
tion of his department, has been 
obliged for several weeks practically 
to exclude himself from visitors a part 
of the time. 
The work has been ex­ 
ceedingly trying, as he is under a se­ 
vere mental and physical strain for 
from sixteen to twenty hours every 
day. 


Desired Immediate Acceptance. 
Wher Secretary Taft made the prof­ 
fer of the management of his cam­ 
paign to Mr. Hitchcock he desired 
that he undertake the work immediate­ 
ly. As that, in the view of Mr. Hitch­ 
cock, would have necessitated his re­ 
tirement at once from the office of 
first assistant postmaster general, be­ 
cause he could not with propriety con­ 
duct a political campaign from the 
postoffice department, he told Secre­ 
tary Taft that he could not assume the 
duties of campaign manager on the 
spur of the moment. 
He asked for 
time to consider the subject and to 
confer with friends. To this the sec­ 
retary entered no objection, hut ex­ 
pressed a desire that a decision be 
reached as soon as practicable. 
In considering the matter with his 
friends. Mr. Hitchcock found himself 
somewhat embarrassed, because he 
had instituted on behalf of the postal 
service certain lines of action which 
he felt he ought to follow to their con­ 
clusion. 
This would render it neces­ 
sary for him to appear in his official 
capacity before committees of con­ 
gress. 
He finally informed Secretary 
Taft that if he could be given time to 
meet his obligations and duties to the 
postal service he would accept his 
proff er. 
Practically, Mr. Hitchcock now has 
concluded the work on which he was 
engaged and in a few days he will ten­ 
der his resignation and leave the post­ 
office department. 
President Roose­ 
velt joined with Secretary Taft in re­ 
questing Mr. Hitchcock to undertake 
the campaign work. 


McKenzie Not a Candidate. 
St. Paul, Feb. 8.—M. H. JewTell, sec­ 
retary of the Republican state commit­ 
tee of North Dakota, who is now in 
St. Paul, has received a letter from 
Alexander McKenzie, national commit­ 
teeman for that state, announcing that 
he would not be a candidate for re- 
election. 
Mr. McKenzie has been a 
member of the Republican national 
committee for the past eight years and 
It was expected that he would be the 
candidate of the stalwart faction for 
the honor at the state convention that 
meets in Minot, May 14.

of the House. 
Washington, Feb. 8.—What will he 
tnown as “the minority currency bill” 
was 
introduced 
by 
Representative 
John Sharp Williams of Mississippi, 
the Democratic leader of the house, 
who drew the measure as a result of 
it conference of Democrats behind 
closed doors. 
Those besides Mr. Will­ 
iams who participated in the confer­ 
ence were Representatives Lewis of 
Georgia, Pit jo of Louisiana, Glass of 
Virginia, 
Gillespie of Texas, Ollie 
James of Kentucky, Crawford of North 
Carolina and McHenry of Pennsylva­ 
nia, all members of the committee on 
banking and currency. 
Entire har­ 
mony is said to have marked the meet­ 
ing. 
Tt. is understood that the hill as 
drawn by Mr. Williams may be sub­ 
jected to slight amendment by its sup­ 
porters, but it will come before the 
house in the shape of a minority re­ 
port from the banking and currency 
committee in its present form. 
Among tile provisions of the hill 
are the following: 
It repeals ail laws permitting na­ 
tional hanks to keep three-fifths of 
their reserves in national banks of re­ 
serve cities and similar laws permit­ 
ting such deposit of one-half of the 
reserve amounts. 
It provides that not less than one- 
half of the reserves now required to 
be kept in lawful money in central 
reserve cities, shall he hereafter held 
in gold or gold certificates. 
It does away with the payment of 
national hank examiners by the fee 
system and substitutes salaries not 
less than $3,000 nor in excess of $5,000 
yearly with actual expenses. 
It provides that the total liabilities 
of any national bank, inclusive of the 
liabilities of its members, shall not 
exceed one-tenth of the bank’s paid-in 
and unimpaired capital stock, and one- 
tenth of its unimpaired surplus fund; 
and that in no event shall the liabili­ 
ties exceed 30 per cent of the capital 
stock. 
But the discount of bills of exchange 
drawn in good faith against actually 
existing values, and tho discount of 
commercial or business paper actually 
owned by the person negotiating it 
shall not be considered as liabilities. 
Violation of this section is made a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine or im­ 
prisonment. 
No national bank shall loan in the 
aggregate more than seven times the 
amount of its paid-up capital plus its 
unimpaired surplus. 
Violation is punishable as provided 
in the section preceding.

Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 8.—The trial 
of Contractor Sanderson and three for­ 
mer state officers charged with con­ 
spiracy in the furnishing of the new 
capitol, took a sensational turn when 
Stanford B. Lewis, assistant to Archi­ 
tect Huston, declared with dramatic 
earnestness that Huston’s letter to 
Former Attorney General Carson, ex­ 
plaining his part in the contracts, had 
been prepared at the suggestion of 
Former Governor Pennypacker, For­ 
mer Auditor General Snyder, one of 
the defendants, and Mr. Carson, and 
that it was “misleading,” and intend­ 
ed to he a “whitewash."

“You can,” he said, “say with cer­ 
tainty that my stay will not exceed 
ten days on this side, and that then 
I will return to New York.” 
Mr. Morse proceeded from Queens­ 
town to Liverpool on board the Cam­ 
pania. He is traveling under an as­ 
sumed name, probably C. M. Moore. 
Mr. Morse made no secret of his 
identity and smiled when he was in­ 
formed of the reports concerning him 
that had reached the English newspa­ 
pers. 
Mr. Morse talked in a similar 
vein to other newspaper correspond­ 
ents who boarded the Campania here. 
He seemed to regard the period of 
liquidation in the United States as the 
aftermath of the recent panic.

Port Hood. N. S., Feb. 8.—Six coal 
miners and four loaders were crushed 
to death as the result of an explosion 
in the Port Hood mine of the Port 
Hood-Richmond 
Railway 
Coal com­ 
pany. 
Whether the explosion was due 
to gas, fire-damp or gunpowder re­ 
mains to be determined by a coroner’s 
Jury. 
The accident occurred soon after 
the day’s work had begun. 
The explo­ 
sion was in the south level and the 
six miners and four loaders were 
buried under tons of soft coal that 
were loosened by the explosion. 
Practically every man of the 300 
miners employed in the pit volunteered 
for rescue duty. As the rescuing 
party progressed into the mine no gas 
was met nor was there any evidence 
of after damp, and as a result the res­ 
cue work was facilitated. 
With the exception of the four Bul­ 
garian loaders all of the victims were 
natives of this place and were de­ 
scendants of the highland Scotchmen 
who settled Cape Breton. All were 
well known and the scenes at the

brought one by one to the surface 
were distressing in the extreme. 
The property damage was slight. 


EXPRESS TRAIN 
WRECKED 


More Than a Score of Persons Are 
Injured. 
Franklinville, N. Y., Feb. 8.—The 
Washington express on the Pennsyl­ 
vania railroad was wrecked two miles 
south of here. 
The train was made 
up of only two cars, one a Pullman 
and the other a day coach, carrying 
in all twenty passengers and a crew 
of six men. 
All of the passengers 
and four of the train crew were badly 
shaken up and bruised. Ten of them 
were taken to hospitals at Olean and 
Buffalo.

If so. what laws are followed,” 
says P. K. Lutz of the Carnegie insti­ 
tute’s laboratory of experimental evo­ 
lution, according to a Washington dis­ 
patch to the Kansas City Star. A sim­ 
ilar character lie finds In the hind wing 
coverings of crickets, the right usually 
overlapping the left in males, although 
in some of the latter the reverse Is the 
case. 
The Inheritance of this position 
is being tested by Mr. Lutz, who, with 
insects os material, 
Is studying the i 
problems of heredity. 
He has mated 
125 pairs of crickets for this season’s j 
work, and on his {HMligroed stock he 
has bred a new form, having under­ 
developed wings, wing coverings and 
ovipositors, or egg planters. 
To learn how heredity can fie con­ 
trolled Is the primary function of this 
new laboratory, toward whose sup­ 
port $25,000 of the Ironmaster's mil­ 
lions is being annually appropriated. 
“The most Important definite question 
to answer Is, How may the course of 
the stream of germ plasm that lias 
come down to us from remote ages lie 
controlled In its onward course?” says 
Dr. C. It. Davenport, director of the 
laboratory. 
Presuming ttint heredity 
is governed by the same laws In man 
and beast. Dr. Davenport is studying 
the lower aniinnls first, fiernuse nat­ 
urally they are more easily handled ! 
and more amenable to discipline. 
For 
this year’s experiments lie lias twenty 
controlled strains In mammals, sixty 
in poultry, fifteen in cage birds, five 
in crickets, some two dozen in other 
insects and 400 in flowering plants. In 
some of his Insects he has controlled 
the heredity for twenty generations. 
The mysteries of “Instinct” are l)eing 
Inquired into in the course of another 
series of investigations lately com­ 
menced by the institute. 
The ability 
of the newly batched turtle to run 
directly toward the sea without losing 
time groping in a landward direction 
has been one of the phenomena of in­ 
stinct long a puzzle to science. At the 
Institute's new laboratory of marine 
biology at Tortugas, Fla., this problem 
has been lately attacked by Davenport 
lIook**r of the laboratory staff. 
After 
experimenting with loggerhead turtles 
he finds that they are horn with an 
instinct to go down hill and In the dJ- 
I rection of the greatest light. 
This in­ 
stinct leads the animals to the sea. as 
the shores on which they are hatched 
always slope down toward the ocean 
and as the reflected light from the wa­ 
ter is always greater than that from 
the land. 
Neither the sound of the 
surf nor the smell of the sea guides 
them. 
A study of the mysteries of “protec­ 
tive coloring” in insects has been com­ 
menced at the Tortugas station by I’ro- 
fessor Charles It. Stockard. 
lie has 
begun with that ungainly creature, the 
“walking stick,” which nature has not 
only colored, but formed to deceive Its 
enemies, for when hidden in foliage it 
looks like a slender twig with branch­ 
es. 
Professor Stockard says that it 
feeds and breeds by night, and by day 
remains motionless In a protective at­ 
titude among the stems of its food 
plant, from which It is difficult to dis­ 
tinguish its form. Both the stems and 
the insect vary considerably In color, 
j but the latter generally fails to select 
branches

When disturbed it usually drops bodily

“When the hands are clasped togeth- 
tr there is usually a perfect constancy 
is to which thum b is uppermost, but 
some people alw ays put the right up­ 
permost, others the left. 
I hope to 
find out if tills character is inherited 
and, lf so, w hat laws are followed." 
says P. E. Lutz of the Carnegie insti­ 
tu te’s laboratory of experim ental evo­ 
lution, according to a W ashington dis­ 
patch to the Kansas City Star. 
A sim ­ 
ilar character lie finds in the hind wing 
coverings of crickets, the right usually 
overlapping the left in males, although 
in some of the latter the reverse is tile 
case. 
The inheritance of this position 
is being tested by Mr. Lutz, who, with 
insects as material, is studying the 
problems of heredity. 
He has mated 
125 pairs of crickets for this season's 
work, and on his pedigreed stock he 
has bred a new form, having under­ 
developed wings, wing coverings and 
ovipositors, or egg planters. 
To learn how heredity can be con­ 
trolled is the prim ary function of this 
new laboratory, toward whose sup­ 
port $25,000 of the ironm aster’s mil­ 
lions is being annually appropriated. 
"The most im portant definite question 
to answ er is, How’ may the course of 
the stream of germplasui that has 
come down to us from remote ages be 
controlled In its onward course?” says 
Dr. C. B. Davenport, director of the 
laboratory. 
Presum ing that heredity 
Is governed by the same laws in m an 
and beast, Dr. Davenport is studying 
the lower anim als first, because n at­ 
urally they are more easily handled 
and more am enable to discipline. 
For 
this year’s experim ents he has tw enty 
controlled strains in mammals, sixty 
in poultry, fifteen in cage birds, five 
in crickets, some tw o dozen in other 
insects and 400 in flowering plants. 
In 
some of his insects he has controlled 
the heredity for tw enty generations. 
Tile m ysteries of “instinct” are tieing 
inquired into in the course of another 
series of investigations 
lately com­ 
menced by the institute. 
The ability 
of the newly hatched turtle to run 
directly toward the sea without losing 
time groping in a landw ard direction 
has been one of the phenomena of in­ 
stinct long a puzzle to science. At the 
institute’s new laboratory of m arine 
biology at Tortugas, Fla., this problem 
has been lately attacked by Davenport 
Hooker of the laboratory staff. 
After 
experim enting with loggerhead turtles 
he finds th at they are born with an 
instinct to go dow’n hill and in the di­ 
rection of the greatest light. 
This in­ 
stinct leads the anim als to the sea. as 
the shore? on w hich they are hatched 
alw aj’s slope dowm tow ard the ocean 
and as the reflected light from the w a­ 
ter is alw ays greater than that from 
the land. 
Neither the sound of the 
surf nor the smell of the sea guides 
them. 
A study of the mysteries of “protec­ 
tive coloring” in insects has been com­ 
menced at the Tortugas station by Pro­ 
fessor Charles R. Stockard. 
He has 
begun with th at ungainly creature, the 
“w alking stick,” which nature has not 
only colored, but formed to deceive its 
enemies, for when hidden in foliage it 
looks like a slender tw ig with branch­ 
es. 
Professor Stockard says that it 
feeds and breeds by night, and by day 
remains motionless in a protective a t­ 
titude among the stems of its food 
plant, from w’hich it is difficult to dis­ 
tinguish its form. Both the stems and 
the insect vary considerably in color, 
but the latter generally fails to select 
branches 
m atching 
its 
own 
shade. 
When disturbed it usually drops bodily 
to a branch below’ or to the ground, 
w’here it feigns death. In a new series 
of experim ents with these uncanny in­ 
sects Dr. Stockard blackens their eyes 
and removes their feelers, after which 
he subjects them to various noises and 
colored lights “to test the modification 
of their behavior.” He will announce 
his results later. H e has also set upon 
wire legs dummy figures made up of 
parts of the bodies of dead walking 
sticks and has studied the behavior 
of live specimens tow ard them. 
To determ ine w hat economic plants 
can be made to flourish in the great 
deserts of our arid southw est the des­ 
ert botanical laboratory which the In­ 
stitution has built at Tucson, Arlz., is 
doing interesting w’ork under the guid­ 
ance of D. T. MacDougal, director of 
the departm ent of botanical research. 
A boat lately built for this laboratory 
is now circum navigating the great in­ 
land “Salton sea” of California, w’hich 
has an area of 500 square miles. 
Mr. 
MacDougal estim ates that the greater 
part of this lake w’ill disappear In ten 
years, and this expedition is tracing 
movements 
of 
vegetation along its 
shores. He also is directing explorations 
of the P attie basin, in California, one ( 
of North America’s most arid regions, j 
L uther Burbank, the w izard of Santa 
I 
Rosa, und^r a grant from the insti- ! 
tute is developing new fruit and fod- I 
der plants, notably many new species 
of berries obtained by crossing tw o 
plants of the solanum or night shade 
family, one from w’est Africa bearing 
an insipid black fruit and the other 
from 
Chile 
producing small, 
hard, 
green 
and 
equally 
Insipid 
berries. 
From these night shades Burbank al­ 
ready has developed a delicious and ab­ 
solutely new fruit, resembling the low 
bush blueberry of our eastern states.
